Herring to the average 
individual is regarded as a lowly species of 
fish, somewhere dow near the bottom of the to- 
tem pole of edible fish. It was used in the 
South, before the Civil War, to feed the slaves 
and up here in New England it was used as a 
farm fertilizer. 

The trouble is. the bones. A lazy man cannot 
enjoy his herring, or shad, or alewives because 


of those bones- but, baked, as the General was 


enjoying his shad that fateful day - or smoked 
or pickled, or keppered, they are a suecnlent 
dish - if you are inelegant enough to be will- 
ing to pick the bones out of your teeth. 

The farmers of New England used alewives as 
fertilizer on their farms - remember reading 
how the Indians taught the Pilgrims to put a 
fish in each cornhill? That fish, of course, 
was an alewife. 

Every spring the alewives would swarm up the 
rivers, heading for the fresh water lakes and 
ponds in which to spam. 

And every spring the farmers of New England 
and their sons would catch alewives by the 
bushel, in a few exciting days, to use as gar-

The Lowell Gas Company were 
given permission, Monday, by the 
Selectmen to enlarge and move two 
tanks which they keep, off Woburn 
Street, and in which they store gas 
for the heating of the new homes in 
Alderwood Estates, the former 
Eames Farm. 

The public hearing, and the dis- 
cusion afterwards was not without 
its humor, 

Four residents of the area, with 
Mrs Norine Markey being the only 
lady, were somewhat disgruntled 
because there were still tanks for 
serving the homes, because at the 
time the tanks had been installed 
about four years ago there had been 
talk of ‘a year or two’, 

Ken Kuch, Manager of the Lowell 
Gas Company told the Selectmen 
that eventually there would be a 
gas main on Woburn Street, and 
that essentially it was a problem 
of economics. 

The gas has to be trucked innow 
and it would be cheaper for the gas 
to be piped, except that laying the 
mains costs, money, and the com- 
pany is doing what it can each 
year. One other reason was an Ill- 
ness of the former developer of the 
area, which resulted ina slow down 
of the building of the homes, 


MAYBE? 

Now the new developer is build- 
ing on roads that lead over towards 
West Street, and the gas company 
wanted to move the tanks about 400 
feet towards West St. and also in- 
‘Stall two 2560 gallon tanks in place 
of the two 1000 gallon tanks now 
being used. 

There was testimony about the 
Peat in the area, and that if there 
were a fire the fire trucks would 
not be able to get in - which was 
countered by the gas company say- 
ing that they would not locate their 
tanks in a spot where their own 
trucks would not be able to get in, 
and that further there was very 
little danger of fire, inasmuch as 
the tanks were not in a confined 
Space, and conform to the stand- 
ards of the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers, and to the 
Fire Underwriters Code, 

Selectman John Brooks, after 
the hearing was over, moved that 
‘he permit for the larger tanks be 
given, and that a requirement be 
that a chain link fence be put up 
around the tanks,
